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The Cause of Traffic Accidents 


THE automobile traffic situation in:the United States,-cost- 
A ing thousands of lives every year, taking an enormous 
.money toll in accidents and harming business by its never- 
, ceasing congestion, has become one of our maior problems. 


Every man has his own solution for it, and since the 


problem is a new one there is no authoritative survey of'the 
question to wMchrWe can turn. It occurs to us,.howeyer,.that 
George' A. Parker, registrar of motor vehicles ,for Massa- 
chusetts, has some sound ideas on the subject. 


•' Parker, to begin with, has no patience with those who 


urge that auto traffic can be kept moving rapidly. 


"They cry speed up traffic," he says. "Without question 


fast driving causes the great bulk of fatalities arid injuries. 
You can't hurt a man going slowly, .but you can kill him go- 
ing fast. There is no excuse for the speed at which you drive 
today . You are all to selfish." 


Then he takes up the question of traffic regulation. 
"You can't legislate common sense.into the minds of the 


public," he asserts. "When everything is said and done, the 
problem is one of human beings. It is a question of handling 
the individual back of the wheel. Make everybody who drives 
-an automobile realize the responsibility that goes with the 
job. 


"You hear considerable about the criminal driver, the 


hit-and-run driver, the drunken driver. They are not the 
cause of the majority of our traffis accidents. They cause 
less than 6 per cent of them. 


"The fatal accidents are caused by the people who have 


never before figured in an accident."

HEN John. L. Wilson reads this editorial he will probably 
repeat the question he fired at us last spring; Tf the 


editor of Tlio Star feels that way why doesn't he run i'nv 
county judge? 


But as Kipling said, "One doesn't have to be a, chickon In 


be.a.judge of good omelettes," and to prove a case in the 
public interest one doesn't have to run for county judge. The 
Star has taken a definite position with regard to the county 
farm and home demonstration work, a position to which 
Judge Wilson seems to be opposed. But that doeswt't put The 
Star in politics. v 
None of our people is in politics. Whatever you have 


heard'to the contrary, politics and the present generation of 
newspaper men don't mix. We wouldn't give you a dime for 
our half interest in The Star if this newspaper were affiliat- 
ed with, or committed to, any individual or faction in pol- 
itics. 


Politics is the career of one man. But a newspaper is 


self perpetuating, one of the immortal institutions of a de- 
mocracy, to which many hands have contributed in their 
time, and for whom there will never be lacking successors. 
As we write this, we -remember .that The Star, which is 
30 years old in its own right, is not the oldest of the various 
newspapers that have been published in Hope; and we are 
conscious of a score of names who have adorned the editorial 
chair in the past and engaged in the pleasant task of hurling 
firebrands back and forth with a local official. 


Yet that did not stamp the editor as necessarily opposed 


to-the official in politics. It was merely the discussion oi' a 
oublic issue—upon-which the newspaper felt very strongly, 
perhaps. 


The present issue was raised when Judge Wilson re- 


fused to pay the county farm and home demonstration agents 
after the Quorum Court, .meeting a year ago, had renewed 
the usual appropriations for that work. The judge said the 
county hadn't enough money. 


When the Quorum Court met again, last Monday, and 


presented the judge with an ultimatum—either pay the 
agents or paralyze the county government—he. made the 
same reply: Hempstead county was too poor to afford the 
Extension Service work. 


And yet, of fourteen counties all'but two of which have 


county agents, Hempstead is the richest with one exception. 
There are ten counties with less wealth, and five with barely 
half our wealth, which support the kind of educational work 
that Judge Wilson says is beyond us. Here is a list of the as- 
sessed valuations for 1928:

The deadlock hetweon the judge and the Quorum Court 


last Monday has Ihorouglily aroused the county. For its 
political consequences we are not concerned ; but it has served 
to call attention to the absolute power which the American 
democracy sometimes places in the hands of a public of- 
ficial. 


In Arkansas, a county judge is absolute. The Arkansas 


Supreme Court ruled on November 4 that a judge virtually 
had veto power over the Quorum Court, without any pro- 
vision, apparently, for over-riding that veto. Though 100 pel- 
cent of the electorate should wish for a certain objective, the 
judge may refuse it; and the people are left utterly without 
representation from one election day to another. 


This sense of absolute power may gratify Judge Wilson. 


But we doubt it. Lesser men than he would be afraid.

EXICO is going after the tourist trade. Seeing many 


communities in the United States grow rich from money 


spent by motorists, the awakening republic across the Rio 
Grande is building a system of national highways, the most 
important of which is the Mexican section of the Pan-Amer- 
ican highway.

By early next year this read will 
be completed from Nuevo Laredo to Mexico City. Already it 
is carrying tourists 145 miles southward to Monterey, over a 
well-maintained gravel road, oiled part of the distance and 
here and there given bituminous surfacing. 


Mexico's miles of highways—thirty States are building 


their own independently of the national government—will 
means much for North Americans, as well as for the progress 
ing Mexicans. Primarily it will give thousands of American 
tourists an opportunity to see foreign life without traveling 
across the ocean. 


For a distance of forty-four miles south of Nuevo Laredo 


on the border, the new road, according to description, runs 
straight as an arrow, without curva or deviation. This cross- 
es a country not unlike our own Southwest, where jack rab- 
bits and coyotes run and mesquite brush is the chief vegeta- 
tion. A few picturesque sheep herders are the only inhabi- 
tants one is likely to see here. A modern bridge carries one's 
car across the gorge of the Rio Saledo, and soon the motorist 
is in mountains which rival our own Rockies for grandeur. 
Forrests, deep valleys and visas of beauty are on every side. 
A few villages and towns are on the road and soon the 
tcurist reaches the metropolis of Northern Mexico, Monterey. 
Here is real Mexico. 


What an educational opportunity here is opened to the 


traveler! All those who could travel in Mexico by train in all 
the years heretofore will be but an infinitesimal few compar- 
ed to tJie great numbers who certainly will avail themselves 
of the motoring privilege. Here is a great land of romance, 
at our very door, yet little known to most Americans. Mex- 
ico's road programme will bring within easy reach of thous- 
ands the catacombs of Guanajuato, the pyramids of the 
Aztecs, the temples of the Toltecs, and the places where the 
Spanish conquistadors fought and marched in their unceas- 
ing search for gold. All this will be an education, indeed, but 
a.s Mexico's mad system brings American and Memican into 
closer touch mutual understanding and good will should be 
promoted.—Louisville Courier-Journal.

N THE .good old:days :when>the gas light suddenly 


began to flicker, your dad^used !to .send ijohnny down- 
stairs to put another quarter intp,the..meter. But now 


. John, somewhat more grown up, will--probably be 


asked-to go out behind the barn and shovel in a few 


more;pounds of ground-up cornstalks. 
: 


For this is. chemistry's .newest contribution to the problem 


of farm relief—making gas for cooking, ligJirfng^ancI indus- 
trial uses from the.hitherto despised cornstalk, the moot con- 
spicuous-waste produced on millions of acres of midwestern 
and soutiiern farm lands. 


At the Minneapolis meeting of the American Chemical 


Society a short-time-ago a brisk ,and energetic professor of 
chemistry from the .University of. Illinois, Dr. A. M. Bus- 
well,', told how he~and one of-his research students, C. S. 
.Borufr,- have, succeeded-in producing paying quantities oi 
methane, a gas of high fuel value, from nothing more costly 
than cornstalks, water, and sewage sludge. 


The thin cornstalk- porridge -is dumped into a tight-topped 


tank, the, digested, sludge added,, and the. bacteria in the 
sludge do,the rest. They ferment the cellulose in the corn- 
itahc.piuvinto two gases, .methane and carbon dioxide. 


The former is of value as a-fuel and the latter has a host 


of industrial uses. Compressed , until it becomes a liquid, 
carbon dioxide is sold .to.sockvfountains and soft-drink fac- 
tories, to become the "fizz" in pop and soda water. 


Still further. condensed, carbon, dioxide becomes an ex- 


tremely cold frosty-looking solid-now.widely used under the 
name of "dry ice" for refrigerating purposes. 
B 


UT it is the methane that the two Illinois chemists are 
: really after. Methane'is, the same stuff that is known 


to coal miners as firedamp. To them it is a deadly 


menace, for it is odorless, and. without their knowing it they 
may run into a place where it is sufficiently concentrated to 
ignite and cause a disastrous explosion. 


Methane also occurs naturally in wet and boggy places, 


arising in bubbles from decaying vegetation under the water. 
In such places it is known as marsh gas. When it takes fire, 
as it frequently does, it burns with those eerie flames known 
for ages as the will-o'-the-wisp. 


For many generations methane was known only as a prod- 


uct of nature, useless or even dangerous. But when men 
came to iight their houses and cook their food with gas, they 
discovered that this same stuff was in the pipes that brought 
their fuel. Common illuminating gas is a complex mixture of 
a number of substances, and methane is one of them. 


If there were more methane in the gas we buy from the 


gas companies we might like it better, because according to 
Dr. Buswell's calculations a 50-50 mixture of methane and 
carbon dioxide gives almost as much heat as coal gas. 
And 


all the heat in the mixture comes from the methane, for 
carbon dioxide has no value whatever as fuel. 
Methane 


therefore has a higher fuel value than an equivalent amount 
,of coal gas, 
T 


HE discovery that this valuable fuel can be fermented 
out of cornstalks has come more or less as a by-product 
of Dr. Buswell's work on getting gas from city sewage. 


Dr. Buswell's regular job is with the Illinois State Water 


Survey. From the work of earlier chemists he knew that 
Disposal plants give off considerable quantities of methane, 
which can be used for heating and lighting. 


• 
This looked promising: perhaps towns could get their gas 


jupplies from their own wastes. But a further quantitative 
ttudy showed that only enough gas for one-fifth of the popu- 
lation of a given community could be had by the most effU 
cient possible handling.of its entire sewage. 


The difficulty lay in the amount of material available for 


the bacteria whose fermentative activities produce the gas. 
There were plenty of the "bugs," but the city waste did not 
give them enough stuff to work over into methane and carbon 
dioxide. 


Wasn't there some other waste lying about that could be 


thrown into the tank and used by the willing micro-organ* 
jsma? 


The most obvious waste in the middle west is cornstalks. 


The farmer has to raise about a dollar's worth of stalk for 
every dollar's worth of corn he harvests, but until recently 
he couldn't sell that dollar's worth of cornstalk for a cent. 
Aside from what he could feed his livestock as silage or 
rough dry fodder, he had to let the rest go 39 a dead loss.

Professor O. R. Sweeny at Iowa State College has made 


a good grade of wallboard out of stalk fiber, as .well as>a 
substitute for the ground cork used in insulating refrigerators. 
At Danville, 111., a few miles from Professor BUswell-'s 
laboratory at Urbana, the first factory • in America; for the 
production of paper pulp from cornstalks has been•builti.ahd'- 
is now operating.

There was no good chemical reason why bacteria .should1 


not make good fuel gas out of cornstalks as well, as out o f - 
sewage, 


Cornstalks are made pretty largely out of cellulose, which 


is a complex chemical arrangement of carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. For methane one needs only carbon and hydrogen; 
the oxygen is gratuitous and really in the way. 


The bacteria of decay that live in sludge are able to split 


cellulose apart in such a way that half of the carbon hooks 
up with all of the hydrogen to form the methane, and the 
other half takes on all of the oxygen to form the carbon 
dioxide. 
The second half of the carbon in the cellulose 


therefore becomes simply a sort of, chemical clump-wagon 
to cart off the troublesome oxygen. 
S 


O MUCH for the chemical theory with which Dr. Bus- 


well started. Like all theories, it had to be tested. 


The apparatus which he and his assistant rigged up 


in their laboratory does not look much like the gleaming and 
mysterious arrays of glass supposed to be the equipment of 
chemists. On the contrary, it looks very decidedly "hay- 
wire." 


A row of wide-mouthed brown bottles, hooked up to a 


second row of bottles with glass tubing through their stoppers, 
a few glass stopcocks to let out the gas when you want a 
sample—that is about all there is to it. Inside the brown 
bottles is a mess of ground-up cornstalk, soaking in water, 
with bubbles rising to the top every now and then. 


Those unexciting-looking bubbles are the really exciting 


part of the whole business. They are the products of the 
breathing of the bacteria, and they are made partly of the 
same carbon dioxide that you yourself let go of when you 
breathe, but partly .also of that very useful fuel gas, methane. 


Certain kinds of bacteria have the ability to breathe with- 


out free air. They get their oxygen by breaking down com- 
pounds in which it is combined. In the present case, they get 
it from its prison in cellulose. 
But such bacteria can com- 


bine oxygen with other chemical elements only so far as the 
oxygen goes; and if there are any other elements left over 
after such ai.rles* .breathing they hav« to bs Jst go "as U"

Cornstalks are not the only material that may bo handled 


to advantage by the bacterial digestion r.'dhml. 


One o'f the largest manufacturers of wallboaid has already 


expressed his interest in the method as a possibility in the 
working of sugar cane bagasse, which is the MW material 
used in the manufacture of his product. 


Sugar cane is much like cornstalk in its structure 
a thick 


pith-filled grass stem with numerous fibers i mining through 
it. This manufacturer thinks that he may numbly bt able 
to get gaj for power in his factory from the pitch a-lls, "which 
are at present more or less in his way, and then use the power 
to press into wallboard the residue of the stalks f]0ru which 
it came.
